HAVING already played Aston 
Vila last Friday, we entertain 
first division OPR at Adams Park 
tonight. 

This is the earliest 1 can remember 
us starting pre-season friendlies. 
Apparantly there is a rule stating that 
clubs cannot play a pre-season 
friendly before July 17th. Had wc 
reached the play-offs last season, we 
would have had less than eight weeks 
break! 

Having attended the Division Two 
play-off final, I thought Crewe thor- 
oughly deserved their 1-0 win. Hav- 
ing hit the bar twice, the post once 
and having two cleared off the line 
they ran riot in the second half. 
Brentford, in contrast, only had two 
shots on target and neither went in. 

The better footballing side won, 
and the result was particularly pleas- 
ing from a commercial point of view 
as Brentford will of course bring far 
more supporters this season than 
Crewe would have done. 

Furthermore we have already got a 
£10,000 bonus from them failing to 
get promoted because Sky. Sports has 
decided to show live our league 





match there in September. 
While I am ased that we are 
receiving £10,000 from Sky Sports for 


the match at Griffin Park on Friday, 
September 19, I am disappointed 
that it is not the game at Adams Park 
they are showing. 

Firstly the eines side receive 
£20,000 and secondly, the additional 
advertising revenue we would have 
collected is much needed at present.
